As fast 
as lie made money he invested iii slaves 
aud lie was, so far as known, the only 
negro mail in the United States who 
owned slaves. From them he required 
the homage due his rank, and no one of 
them was permitted to come iii his pres­ 
ence sa vs wit! i uncovered head. 
As everything he had was invested in 
slaves the war left him penniless, and he 
has since that time managed to make a 
meagre living at blacksmithing, but his 
old age prevented him from doing milch 
work. He was never married, because he 
could find no woman of his race wlio 
was what he considered his equal by 
birth, and he lived an isolated life for 
this reason. The colored people could 
not, because he would not permit them 
to, visit him. For a week lie had not 
been seen, and yesterday some gentle­ 
men went to his small cabin aud looked 
through the window. 
Prince Hannibal 
was sitting back in a chair, his arms fold- 
ed, his head drooping on his breast, dead. 
He had frozen to death, and must have 
died a week ago.

A neighbor of his,

always 
fed his cows on the 
aftermath, and who has equally as 
good land as his, and who manured 
as heavily*, failed to get anything like 
so good crops as Mr. Moore did.

—Syi up for peaches, 
apricots, plums and pears: 
Take half 
a pound of loaf sugar to each pint of 
water and boil rapidly for ten minutes 
before Hie fruit is put in. 
Sufficient 
syrup should be made to allow the fruit 
to be covered in the pan, and when the 
lirst quantity is done there will bo 
enough syrup left to do half tis much 
again, onlv the second batch will not be 
quite so clear. Carefully peel peaches 
or apricots and drop them whole into 
the boiling syrup, letting them boil for 
ten minutes" rapidly; take them out 
separately with a spoon or cup, and 
place them in wide-necked jars or bot­ 
tles, pouring in a little syrup with each 
one. 
When full sec that the syrup cov­ 
ers the fruit, and that no air bubbles 
form, which is generally the trouble 
with the larger fruits. 
If there are any 
tim* bubbles insert the handle of a 
spoon round the side of the jar, and 
they will rise to the top; it must be 
done quickly, and this class of fruit 
should always be put in glass jars or 
bottles.

he “ better and quicker built by just 
splitting the posts in two, sharpen the 
e n d s, make two holes with a crow-bar 
four inches apart, drive the stakes 
down, wire the tops together, put a 
stone between the stakes to keep the 
fence rails up, and slip in your rails 
and believe that it is a better way.” We 
tried it and it was the thing, and our 
old fences, with little labor, will go on 
again for years.—Cor. Cleveland J h r ald,

Next day he 
will show more skill, until in a few 
weeks he becomes a sufficiently skillful 
workman to be intrusted with tasks re­ 
quiring great judgment and even knowl­ 
edge to execute. In the Graniloi Fabrik, 
in Ekaterinburg, for example, the vis­ 
itor is astonished to find men not above 
the rank of peasant, and in all likeli­ 
hood convicts under surveillance, exe­ 
cuting the most beautiful engravings on 
beryl, amethysts, topaz, and emeralds, 
or carvings on jasper and porphyry 
vases with a skill which could not be 
exceeded, if equaled, in the great centers 
of fine-art workmen of Europe. 
Yet such intelligent laliorers arc—or 
were, at all events in Erm an’s day, fifty 
years ago—not paid more than 9u cents 
per month, with rations of a few pounds 
of black bread. 
Yet they are quite con­ 
tent with their lot, and toil on to make 
fortunes for the rich mine-owners, who 
live in great state in line mansions. 
Even the master workmen or overseers 
arc only paid some $55 or $00 per an­

V e r y beautiful boskets for holding 
flowers can be made of the longer and 
more feathery kinds of mosses. 
We 
have made them often, and never do 
either garden or wild tlowers look more 
lovely than when clustered upon a ver­ 
dant border of that delicate and beau­ 
tiful material, which by proper manage­ 
ment may be made to preserve its fresh­ 
ness and brilliancy for many months. 
We will here give directions for their 
manufacture. A light frame, of any 
shape you like, should he made wit Ti 
wire and covered with common paste­ 
board or calico, and the moss, 
which 
should first be well picked over and 
cleansed from any bits of dirt or dead 
leaves which may be hanging about it, 
gathered into little tufts und sewed with 
a coarse needle and thread to the cov­ 
ering, so as to clothe it thickly with a 
close and compact coating, taking care 
that the points of the moss are all out­ 
ward. 
A long handle, made in the 
same manner, should be attached to the 
basket, and a tin or other vessel, filled 
with cither wok »a.ud o i 
w a le r , placed 
within, to hold the flowers. 
By dipping 
the whole structure into water once in 
three or four days, its verdure and elas­ 
ticity will he fully preserved, and a 
block of wood, about ail inch thick and 
stained black or green, if placed under 
the basket, will prevent all risk of dam ­ 
age to the table from moisture. 
To 
make such baskets affords much pleas­ 
ant, soci ar amusement for children, who 
will find a constantly renewed pleasure 
in varying their appearance.— Floral 
Cabinet.

Nev­ 
er use skewers, as they cause the meat 
juices to escape.

GEOUGE II. WILLISTON. 
The sad news that George H. Willis­ 
ton is no more, will corno with much sud­ 
denness to many of his old acquaintances 
and will cause a general feeling of sorrow 
aud sympathy throughout the community 
in which he has so long lived. For a 
year past he has been iii feeble health 
aud especially 
during 
these 
winter 
months he has been in a condition to 
alarm those who were throw n in sufficient­ 
ly intimate relationship with him to no­ 
tice closely the changes. Still he was 
able to lie about much of the time, and 
even last week was upon tho street, but 
Friday his old troubles, which were 
of a complicated and chronic nature, re­ 
turned w’ith unusual severity, and he 
grew* rapidly worse.

Mr. Williston was I nim in Binghanip- 
ton, Broome county, N. Y., aud came to 
Wisconsin in April, 1K37, settling on sec­ 
tion 17, in the town of Harmony, this 
county, where he remained until Decern 
her, 1841, W’heu betook up his residence 
iii this city, having been elected Register 
of Deeds. So well did he till this jiosi- 
tiox that he was reelected, again and 
again, for five consecutive terms.

was also one of the members af the first 
City 
Counsel of Janesville, and was 
Chairman of the Fire Department Com­ 
mittee, which purchased the first two 
hand engines for the city’s use. 
He also 
represented this district at the State 
capitol, tieing a member of the house of 
representatives of the territorial legisla 
ture in 1847 aud 1848, and later he was a 
Whig member of the Assembly in 1855. 
He then engaged in the grocery business 
and was thus busied for two years. 
He 
w’as in 1863 elected City Clerk, and held 
Jus position for seven consecutive years 
and has thus for a large portion of 
lis life in Rock 
county 
lieen 
in 
Misitioiis of trust aud responsibility, in 
in all of which he has show’ll marked in- 
A‘grity aud faithfulness. 
In 1839 he was married to her who now 
steps into the shadow of widowhood; 
and of the children four still live, one 
ye mg Mrs. Nash, of Dakota; Clara H.^ 
who resides at home; Horace Williston, 
of Chicago, Secretary of the Menominee 
River Lumber Company; and William H., 
who now is engaged in business in Lead­ 
ville. To these aud the other relatives 
the blow is a heavy one, aud in few fam­ 
ilies have the ties of affection been more 
closely drawn, and few firesides have 
been as happy as theirs.

I say.” The speaker spoke of that mys­ 
terious canst* around which revolved ^o 
many questions, which perp’oxed the hu­ 
man mind of all ages, and which still re­ 
mained unsolved, aud pressed the ques­ 
tion, whether it was not best that man 
should never find, iii this world at least, 
the answers to all his 
questionings; 
whether it was not better that ho should 
ever be searching aft *r God, and never 
find 
him; 
whether 
it 
was 
not 
better he should not resell the best of his 
nature’s possibilities in this life. 
He pictured Ritualism ou one side as 
saying that it satisfied completely, aud 
Growth on the other side saying, man 
could never be satisfied, and between the 
two he stood, as Charles Wesley in his 
hymn “Lo! on a narrow’ neck of land.” 
Rethought Wesley must mean Ritualism 
by one of these seas. 
The first question to be settled was 
that “I am.” The fact of personal, indi­ 
vidual existence was one which could not 
lie denied, and the more clearly it stood 
forth, the more clearly other filets press­ 
ed themselves on the mind. Two great 
questions 
and temptations presented 
themselves to the one who was thus im­ 
pressed W’ith tile fact—“I am.” One 
was Rome, the other Reason. He meant 
by Rome. ritualism, which was a shorter 
word to use. Sunday morning the speak­

What shall be the law of this “I am.”— 
Rome or Reason? Rome prefers rest. 
Reason prefers unrest. One is a finished 
quantity—the other an unfinished one. 
As for himself the speaker preferred to 
be at tho center of the whiffletree, where 
the bolt went through, than at either end. 
Why should not men judge for them­ 
selves which is right, as Paul urges in 
the text ? 
Among the early consciousnesses is tha^ 
of a superior. Man learns that he cannot 
grasp Orion, or hold the ocean, aud learns 
that there is a superior. This inspires 
awe, which is the initial letter of worship. 
Then man finds that there is a wonderful 
order in the universe; and it excites ad­ 
miration, the second step in worship 
and 
most 
worship 
ends 
here. 
Some go further and find in the mani­ 
festations of the superior power that 
th* re is a sympathy and care for man* 
The ear is sd attuned as to catch both the 
thunder and the bird’s warble, and de­ 
light in them. The eye is adapted for the 
blue of heaven and the green of earth. 
This manifestation of care for man in­ 
spires love, and leads to 
tile inquiry, 
what can ma i do in return? This brings 
him tqi to tin* line of human duty. The 
first question is, “ How can I do with that 
which is mine?” The answer to this was 
the well know’ll—“ Do thyself no harm.” 
There were harms done to the mind as 
well as the body. Some fancied that man 
was only an eating, drinking mal clann­ 
ing animal, with a capability for absorb­ 
ing gold-dust. Care should be taken of 
tile thought. Some put God to a good 
deal of expense to force him into special 
manifestations. Now, if God does vio­ 
late 
tile 
laws of 
his nature, man 
has an 
excuse for 
violating 
the 
law’s of his, but if God does not, man 
too should obey the laws of both mini 
and body. 
This led to tho further thought of what 
should be man’s position toward others 
Duty w as sn rn moil up in the one won 
“Charity,” and this was 
his closing 
theme.
